LOBDLERA VACCINE, 
VATAL EXVERIMENTS AT BILUDID. 
The Givernor-General has issued an official 
ement of"the unfortunate accident” that 
curred in Bilibid .prison recently, a partial, 
account of which was ‘published in the’ Cabde- 
news. The report explains the situation fully 
‘and is as follows: ” : 
«On November 16th Dr. R, '. Strong, chief of 
the -+jological Laboratory of the. Bureau of 
-“cience, inoculated twenty-four prisoners in 
Bilibid Prison with an: anti-cholera vaccine, 
with which he’ had made inoculations before, 
and the use of which is well-known in several 
‘countries .in Europe, particularly sin Spain 
where inoculations of this kind have been made, 
with beneficial results" te 
On November s8:h and sgth two and three 
ilays alter the inoculation, a, number of these 
twenty-four prisoners became acutely ill, and
